had examined them since the disaster. There 
was a hole as large asthe palm ofa hand in 
one of the tubes.

The tube 
collapsed. Partof it had wasted away quicker 
than the rest of the tubeuntil it was blown 
out and let the waterintothe fire. This gen- 
erated steam, which blew out the gas and 
started the fire. There was in this tube a 
bend, which in case of such an accident as de- 
scribed would force the volume of water back 
into the fire, and in this case did so. No care 
nor examination can discover such weak spots, 
which are apt to exist in the best boilers.

An American Vessel Operhauled by a 
Spanish Ma- war, 


And Subjected to Inspection by 
a Naval Officer: 


The Story of the Captain--How He 
Was Fellowed and His Ves- 
sel Boarded. 


BALTIMORE, July 30.—The schooner Geo. 
Washington, Capt. Ozias M. Parsons, arrived 
at this port Tuesday from Jamaica, and 
was duly entered at the Custom house 
and Merchants’ Exchange. Capt. Parsons 
made no entry at the Custom-house or 


made affidavit stating: On the fifth of 
July, about 11 o’clock, when off Cape Mayzi, 
at the eastern point of Cuba and about 
fifteen miles from the shore, I saw with the 


aid ot glasses the smoke of 
a steamer apparently lyiog 

OFF THE CUBAN COAST, 
about ten miles distant from me. Inafew 


moments after I first made him out he alter- 
ed his course and steamed for us as though 
to cross our bow. When he had come with- 
in three miles he again changed 
bis course and went to the windward of us 
across our stern. About ode and a- half miles 
off, when I saw be was making for us, I or- 
dered my colors to be run up to the topmast 
trucks. Upto this time the stranger, whom 
I made out to be a man- of-war, 
bad shown no colors. After crossing our 
stern he kept off parallel with us until he got 


abreast, when he set tne Span- 
ish flag and pennant at the same 
time. He was then within 


hailing distance and I eould see his ports 
were open and guns manned, one forward 
and one after. This was about 1 o’clock in 


the day. He then ‘steamed ahead about a 
quarier of a mile, stopped, low- 
ered a boat and put off for us. 


Seeing his purpose. I ordered the schoon- 
er hove toand wentto the rail to receive 
him. As the boat came alongside I saw it 
contained two officers and ten men. The of- 
ticers carried their swords and the men their 
bayonets in sheaths, and had their muskets 
piled up in the bottom of the boat. The officers 
CAME ON BOARD, 
accompanied by the coxswain. Asthey came 
aboardthe commanding ofticer beckoned me 
toward the cabin and by signs gave me to un- 
derstand he wanted to see my papers. We 
then went down into the cabin and I handed 
him my papers, and as I did so I asked him 
in English whether he could readthem. At 
first he said oui,“ and afterwards injEoglish 
‘ves.’ I then asked him if he could 
speak English and he replied, ‘*Very little.“ 
Meanwhile the second officer, by direction 
of his superior officer, had gone into 
the hold and after remaining there 
about ten minutes joined us in the 
cabin. After he had finished reading the 
papers, and appeared satisfied they were all 
right, he gave them back to me and we went 
on deck again. The commanding officer then 
directed the officer to make another inspection 
of the hold, which only contained a few bar- 
rels of flour which were among my stores. 
He was gone on this inspection ten minutes 
more. I asked him by 
WHAT AUTHORITY 

I wasthus boarded and my vessel searched, 
but he made no ans wer that I could under- 
stand. The two officers conferred together 
for seme minutes, but as they talked 
Spanish I was unable to understand 
what they said. Finally they went forward,

LOST TO SCIENCE. 


Destruction of Prof. Mommsen’s LI- 
brary and Manuscripts. 
| Berlin Cor. London Globe. | 
The sad tidings of the terrible loss sustained 


by Prof. Mommsen have caused such genuine 


regret throughout the whole of Germany as has 
seldom been witnessed on a like occasion. Ail 
party feelings have been laid aside, and even 
the Professor’s political antagonists, however 
dissatisfied with his outspoken Liberalism, 
could not help joining in the universal com- 
miseration. The eminent scholar, residing 
with his large family in a small villa situated 
in one of the fashionable suburbs, had been 
studying until an advanced hour of the night 
over a copy of some important Roman inscrip- 
tions, when sleep overpowered him. He 
awoke at about 3 in the morning, put out the 
gas and was going to retire, when he, by some 
inadvertence, dropped a burning match, with 
whicb he bad lit the candle, on a thick carpet. 
The fire thus produced must have been 
smouldering for some time before it was dis- 
covered by some workmen employed ina 
neighboring manufactory. An alarm was 
immediately given, but toolate to save the 
treasured library from the ravages of the de- 
structive element. 

Professor Mommsen, almost beside him- 
self, could with the utmost difficulty be with- 
held from rushing in the flames in the vain 
bope of rescuing some of the precious docu- 
ments boarded on his shelves. He was par- 
ticularly anxious to get hold of those invalu- 
able parchments handed down from remote 
antiquity, and lent to him as a special favor 
by the Papal authorities, or the libraries at 
Varis, Vienna or Berlin, for the purpose of 
being included in bis grand work on Roman 
Inscriptions,” nearly finished when the awful 
conflagration putsuch a sudden stop to the 
labors of many years. An eye-witness, who 
sawthe Professor just after the discovery of 
the fire, relates that be never beheld any- 


_ thing more touchiug than his agonizing grief. 


The poor old man seemed to have lost all self- 
control. When the endeavors of his family 
to remove bim from the scene of the disaster 
failed, the police had to insist upon his re- 
tiring. Notwithstanding all efforts to keep 
bim out of danger, he received several severe 
wounds which it will take long to heal. 

Besides the above mentioned work on 
**Koman Inscriptions,’’ all the materials for 
acontinuation of his famous “History of 
Nome,“ destined to describe the 
time of the first E,perors, have been utterly 
Jost. By a siugular coincidence Professor 
Mommsen bas undergone the same trial as 
Nicbubr, his great predecessor in the Tro- 
fessorsbip of History at the University of 
Bertin, whose library in his old age also felt 
apreyto the devouiing element. Ualike 
Niebubr, who could never quite recover the 
shock of that fatal night, Vrofessor Momm- 
sen, With a really wonderful elasticity of 
mind, bus already in great measure re- 
puined bis composure, and speaks wiih con- 
tidence of repairing speedily the destruction 
ofthe fruits of bis loug re-earches. The 
emperor, as Wellas the Crown Prince, the 
latter of Whom Was oae of the Professor’s 
pupils, sym. patheticsl'y inquired about his 
condition. Ishould cot be -ur,risvedif royal 
apartments were piaced at bis disposal to 
enab'e him to pursue bis studies in quiet. 

Thousands and thousands have flocked to 
Charlottenburg to look at Mommsen’s fat! 
burnt house and garuen-, strewn with the 
asbes of 80 many Valuable records of the past. 
The burning of Mommsen's library will 
doubt less give rise to aclive discussions of the 
question as to whether such irreparable doc- 
uments, 1f entrusted by the Vatican and oth- 
er governments to a private indivisual, be he 
ever so renowned, sbould not be minutely 
copied by some chemical or other process, so 
thatthe originals need never leave their safe 
clepoOritories. '

SILK-WORM CULTURE. 


A Pennsylvania Woman’s Success in 
Raising the Worms. 
Fron the Philadelphia Dress. | 


About 60,000 silk worms are at work on the 
farm of Frauk Graff, in Birwingham, Dela- 
ware county, Penn., and right lively, too, 
some of them being almost done, and straw- 
colored cocoons are piling up thick and fast. 
The worms are being supervised by Miss 
Martha Hamilton, living at Mr. Graff’s, and 
she flatters herself that for her first attempt 
sbe is doing remarkably well. She bought the 
cus, and after they bad hatched, at which 
time they are as fine as a hair and 
huve to be lifted about witha camel’s hair 
brush, immediately proceeded to feed them 
mulberry leaves. Their growth 1s very rapid, 
undin six weeks’ time they are of full size, 
being nearly three inches long. They are per- 
fectiy ravenous in their appetite, and itis no 
smal! job to find enough food for them, and 
tbe country for miles around was scoured in 
search of mulberry trees, which, as is well 
known, are not numerous in that vicinity. 
W ben the whole mass would begin their feast 
on the leaves the noise made by them sounded 
like rain falling on the roof. 

While feeding. the worm 1s of a light green 
color and is soit as velvet to the touch. Along 
the body are nine small breathing holes The 
insects, as might be imagined from their eat- 
ing powers, have strong serrated jaws, which 
soon eattbroughaleaf. Some of the worms 
have escaped from their mistress and gotten 
up on the roof of the barn and are there spin- 
ning away attheir cocoons. The silk while 
inthe worm is a gumexudediotwo strands. 
These unite and form one thread of silk. The 


worm in starting its cocoon first makes au, 


outer covering of floss silk, within which they 
spin the silk, bending the head ana body up 
aud down the crossing to every side, entirely 
surrounding the body, as a protection against 
the wind and coid. Thus in mcking « cover- 


ing for itself this insect makes the cover.ng for | 


thousands of gayiy-attired women of all ages 
andin every clime. The cocoon made, the 
worm passes intoachrysalis state und comes 
forth a moth fly to lay eggs and then die. 
Thus does the race continue. 

The silk-grower, however, if he wants the 
eggs, allows the worm to go through all these 
stages; but if he wants the sHk he ‘*chokes’’ 
the worm while inthe chrysalis state, forif 
it is allowed to eat its way out the thread of 
the silk is broken and valueless. The chrysa- 
lis is *“*choked,’’ or in other werds killed, by 
heating it over a fire or throwing it into boii- 
ing water. Tbe labor attending this silk in- 
dustry is not a light one, and whether there is 
any monev in it remains to be seen. Mrs. 
Fogg, at Kennett Square, Chester county, is 
also raising silk worms, but only ‘bas about 
5.000 of them

A BLOODY SCENE. 


The Determined Attempt ofa Murderer 
to Kscape Hanging 
| Greenville (O.) Cor.Cin. Commercial. | 


Monroe Roberson, who is in the jail at this 
place under sentence of death for the murder 
of Wiley Coulter, of whom these dispatches 
spoke a few weeks ago, attempted to kill 
himself last night. He was to have been 
hanged on the l16thof this month, but was 
respited thirty days, to the 20th of August. 
Owingto his frequent statements that he 
would never be hanged for his crime a care- 
ful watch bas been kept over him, for fear he 
would take his own life to cheat the galiows, 
but with all tbe care exercised by the Sheriff, 
Roberson has managed to keep a small knife- 
blade concealed about bis person. 

The Sheriff had been informed of this fact 
by another prisoner, and had quitea tussle 
with Roberson a short time ago. in which he 
completely stripped him of his clothing, but 
filed to find the knife blade, and heard 
notbing more about it until called out of bed 
between 1 and 2 o’clock this morning, by one 
of the guards, who stated that Roberson had 
killed himself. 

The Sheriff hastened tothecellin which 
Roberson is contined, and found him almost 
swimmingin his own blood, but not dead. 
He had cut two gashes, one on the left of his 
neck, andoneonthe insideofhis left arm, 
at theelbow joint. Itis not known from 
which wound he bled the most, but as the 
flow of blood had almost ceased from the cut 
on his neck when discovered, it is doubtless 
that the greater flow of blood was from his 
arm, as it was flowing in astream. 

Roberson objected to having a physician 
dress his wounds, and fought like a tiger to 
prevent it, but the Sheriff finally over— 
powered him, andthe physician succeeded 
in stopping the flow of blood. The catting 
was done with the knife-blade above re- 
ferredto, which isn’t over an inch and a 
half long, beel and all. The Sheriff now 
thinks that Roberson concealed the blade in 
his mouth, as he hadsearched diiigentiy to 
tind it. It isa very dull instrument and 
biuntat the end, having been broken off 
previously. 

Roberson showed wonderful nerve and 
Shrewdpbess in this attempt to take his life. 
He conversed with the guard who sat but a 
1ew feet from him during the time he was 
vougipg away at hislife with the dull knife 
blade, and not before he began to weaken 
froin the loss of biood did he arb use 
the suspicion of the guard. He seemed 
to have been so sure that he 
had completed his job that he told the guari 
that it was all over now. Tbe guard askeil 
bim what was over, and he said he had killed 
himself. Buthe was disappointed, and by 
careful watching will die by the hands of the 
law, a fate, though, he will avoid if possi- 
ble. Ilie has been very reticent since, and 
Will not converse upon the subject of his at- 
icmppted suicide.

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Kafirs—Are They D ed From

edge of Kafiristan, the land of myste which 
lies within the * 3 of the 2 wee. 

ilita operations, however, ha 
— us Vithin reach of ‘‘the biack-clad 
people,’’ as the Kafirs are called, or brought 
any of them into our camp; 80 the campaign 
bids fair to end leaving this truly wonderful 
country quite unexplored. Dardistan, close 
by, is also a place of marvels, and its folk lore 
would add to Grimm and Andersen a chapter 
about bear-kings and the Harginn such as 
would rival any of the legends of the Hartz 
Mountains or Thuringia. Kafiristan 
is even more interesting than its 
neighbor, for it is not only in its fables and 
myths that this cloud-land is so delightfully 
mysierious. but in every detail of the life and 
manners, the looks, dress, food, religion and 
customs of the people thatinhabitit. Who 
are the Kafirs, and where is their country? If 
the questions were asked of an Afghan of Ka- 
bul, he would er answer that they are 
infidel dogs who live ‘*to the north’’ of his 
city, and that their women and children are 
ef such surpassing beauty that the agents of 
rich citizens are always on the lookout fora 
purchase. The size of their country no one 
knows exactly, but 'the love herb“ grows 
there—a valuable plant, indeed, for whoever 
possesses it can command the affection of any 
be pleases—and gold of a very pale color, but 
rufe; gold nevertheless, is found in their fields 
with the maize. They eat little grain, how- 
ever, for the Kafirs live on cheese and curds, 
meat and fruits, chiefly the last, which grow 
wid all over their hills, and their orchards are 
wonderful. They have no earth intheircoun- 
try to spare, so the “‘black-clad’’ built their 
houses of cakes of cow-dung and sand mixed 
together; but water they have in abundance, 
since every bill is divided from the next bya 
stream, which the people cross by swinging 
bridges made of creepers. They kill every 
Mussulmen they find within their border, and 
drink his blood; indeed, some of the Katirs 
are cannibals. Suchin effect would probably 
be the total amount of an Afghan’s knowledge 
of this large body of his fellow-countrymen, 
for Kafiristan, partly from its sinister tradi- 
tions and the memory of its traditional blool 
feud with Islam, and partly from the un- 
doubted vindictiveness of the people toward 
Mobammedans, is asealed book to the East. 
A tribe of mountaineers, known as the Nime- 
ha Moslems, who, to suit circumstances and 
to accommodate themselves to local fashion in 
religion, are only true believers on the Mo- 
hammedan side of the frontier, and spit at 
the name ef Allah on the Kafir side, act as a 
means of communication between the **black- 
clad“ and their neighbors, and were it not for 
them itis probable that the Kafirs would 
never be able to hold any intercourse with the 
outer world atall. 

If the East itself is so ignorant of this re- 
markable race, andif their next neighbors 
and reputed kinsmen, the Dards, really know 
nothing about them, it is not surprising that 
in the West the Katir of Afghanistan should 
be a complete mystery. Who are they’ Some 
say they are Aras, while others believe them 
to be Greeks. Nor, remembering how Alex- 
ander sowed colonies along the roadside as he 
went to and returned from India, is such a 
theory unienable, especially as some of the 
Mohammedan tribes, once Kafirs, claim Euro- 
pean descent. The Katirs themselves—the 
Siah Posh, or black-clad,“ from their wear- 
ing black sbeep-skin coats with the hairy side 
outward—cannot, or will not, explain their 
own origin, for the few who have been 
„caught“ at intervals by inquisitive English- 
men bave only made matters worse by cheer- 
fully accepting for themselves any lineage 
that happenedto be surested—Arab, He- 
brew or Hellene. Their language —Kalasha— 
would, it might have been supposed, have 
given a clue; but here again a dili- 
culty arises, jor the ~ kKatfirs in 
communicating with their neighbors use a 
menstel tongue ol Which the vocabulary, as 
far as it is vet compiled, defies any import- 
ant philological inferences being drawn from 
it, through its admixture of several dialects— 
Persian, Pushtoo, Hindi and Sanskrit=in 
varying proportions, with a large percentage 
of words and idioms to which no Eastern 
vepracular offers any analozy. From time to 
time Oriental scholars have giveatheir atten- 
tion to this ethnological mystery, aud notably 

zurnes, Woife, Vigne and Bellew, though 
wiihout any conclusive” results; but Dr. 
Leitner, of Lahore, has now contributed a 
further instaliment of a vocabulary compile ! 
fromthe lips of Kafirs—twoof them being 
prisoners captured by the Maharajah ot Cash- 
mere in his war with the tribes beyond the 
Indus, in 1866—which promises to lay the 
foundation of something like a sound know- 
ledge of the linguistic eccentricities peculiar 
to these unknown folk. He himself, however, 
has not as yet any pronounced opinion upon 
their origin. 

The people, as we have said, hate the Mo- 
hammedans with a surpassing fervor, not 
only from traditionary feuds, but because to 
this day the Afghans and others carry ona 
Systematic brigandage upon their frontiers, 
for the purpose of stealing their women and 
children, who are then sold to the wealthy 
men of Kabul or Badakshan, Swat, Bajour 
and Chitral. On the other hand they are said 
to be kindly disposed towards Hindus, and 
quite ready to accept Englishmen as friends. 
Native travelers who have visited them have 
come away delighted with their genial hos- 
pitality, and struck with their activity of 
temperament, intelligence, and singularly 
high standard of morality and ethics. That 
the Kafirs are brave needs no telling, for they 
have retained their isolated independence in 
spite of every effort of every conqueror from 

imur downward, and the list of their perse- 
cutors bas been well-nigh continuous for sev- 
eral centuries, every Mohammedan chief 
in turn ambitious of becoming a ‘‘Ghazi’’ 
baving at one time or another turned bis arms 
against this infidel colony. In contradiction 
tosomeof the compliments that have been 
paid them it is stated, and with 
much truth, against the Katirs that they are 
but little, if at all, better than their neign- 
bors in many respects; that their beautiful 
women do all the hard work of life, while 
their lords pass their days in singing and 
drinking and wishing ill ot Islam; that they 
are cruel and treacherous to their Moham- 
medan neighbors; that their whole social life, 
its honors and ceremonies, turns upon the 
slaughter of Mohammedans; and that they 
worship idols. Apart, however. from their 
religion, which is no worse than many oth- 
ers, and their hatred of the Moslem, the 
Katirs can fairly challenge eur sympathy for 
their bravery and their personal resemblance 
to European races, while interest is stimu- 
lated by the little knowledge we already pos- 
sess of this supposed remnant of Alexander’s 
army—this fair-eyed people, who claim the 
Enctlishman,the detested Feringhi of their 
neighbors, as a brother by blood.’’ Tuey 
alone share with us in all Asia the name, 
more odieus than any otper in the Moslem 
East, of Kufir.“ This in itself suffices to 
make us hope that their secret will be cleared 
up before tne savage encroachments of the 
surrounding tribes annibilate the race of 
brave men and blue-eyed women of the 
North.“

DON CARLOS’ COLLAR. 


The Spanish Pretender’s Unpleasant 
Predicament. 
From the NewYork Wor d. 


The decision of the Milanese tribunal in the 
case of Gen. Boet, accused of stealing Don 
Carlos’ famous collar of the Order 
of the Golden Fleece. given to the Pre- 
tender by the Duke of Modena, is decidedly 
awkward for Don Carlos. In December, 1878, 
it was announced that a daring thief had car- 
ried off the collar during the Pretender’s stay 
at Milan; then that the Pretender’s aide-de- 
— Gen. Boet, a distinguished Carlist ofti- 
cer, had been suspected, proved Funes, and 
arrested, and then had confessed his crime. 
The excitement soon died away, but was re- 
newed when one ofthe smalier Parisian pa- 
pers printed avery circumstantial story to the 
effect that the robbery was a put - up job.“ 
The collar in question,said the paper, was 
valued at 80,000 francs. Don Carlos wanted 
money, but could not risk the scandal of 
offering so valuable a relic to the jewelers; 
hence he concealed the collar in the trunk of 
one of his suite, and invited an old member of 
his motber’s household to breakfast with him. 
After breakfast the Prince sent for his stars 
and garters to show them to his visitor. Lo, to 
every one’s surprise the famous collar was 
missing! Don Carlos was first stupefied,then 
indignant. The police was sent for, and a 
big reward offered for the apprehension of the 
daring thief and the recovery of his booty. 
The police fought rather shy of the case, and 
advised Don Carlos to have the baggage of his 
suite searched, but he paid no attention to the 
recommendation, and soon afterwards left for 
Paris, taking his loss so coolly that their sus- 
picions were increased. Boet, on being ar- 
rested, declared that Don Carlos sent him to 
Spain with the jewels, as there 
would be a good chance to sell them on the 
occasion of his cousin Alfonso’s marriage,and 
as the Spanish police were not tobe feared; 
also that he endeavored to dissuade the Pre- 
tender from this course and induce him to try 
the better and safer market in England. 
When Don Carlos showed signs of prosecut- 
ing the case his ex-A. D.C. made a more 
complete ‘‘split,’’ and told not only about the 
„affaire du collier,’’ but about his “imbecile, 
ignorant and corrupt”? master’s amours, 
drunkenness, wife beating, etc., etc. Don 
Carlos, it is worth mentioning, proposed sav- 
ing his conscience by adding the mental reser- 
vation, It hasn't, though!’’ whenever he 
should havetoswear by ‘‘the Savior, the 
Host and his mother’s soul’’ that the Order 
had been stolen from him. Gen. Boet’s scan- 
dalous story was corroborated in some im- 
portant purticulars by facts made pub- 
lic at the time the Count of Chambord refused 
to receive Don Carlos at Frohsdorf, and an 
action brought by the Pretender against a 
Paris paper for publishing the story failed. 
Nevertheless Gen. Boet was kept in prison 
and in the worst cell of the prison, living on 
the fare of the institution and passing mostof 
his time in bed, so cold and damp was the 
place. He always declared that be would 
prove his innocence, and insisted that Don 
Carios should be brought face to face with 
him af the trial, but the Court allowed the 
Pretender’s evidence to be taken by commis- 
sion. Gen. Boet is a tall, stout, handsome 
man of some forty-five years, with long 
chestnut bair grizzled at the temples, a lofty 
forehead, a bright, keen eye and strongly 
marked Spanish features. Hesays he wasa 
Curlist until he met Don Carlos. 


A Fete Night in Paris. 
[Dispatches to the London News, July 11. 

The illuminations are magnificent. All 
Paris is in a blaze of light. The great domes 
and spires have changed their gilding fora 
robe of fire. Along the course of the river 
the scene is one of unequaled splendor. The 
Chamber of Deputies is bright with gas, and 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs is covered 
with escutcheons brilliantly illuminated. Be- 
tween the gardens of the Tuileries and the 
river everything seems as bright as day. 
In the streets there are thousands on thou- 
sands cf people marching with lanterns and 
singing the ' Marseillaise“ and ‘**Chant du 
Depart, all in great good humor. It is dif- 
ficult to convey an idea of the effect produced 
by the singing of these airs by groups in dif- 
ferent directions, and sometimes meeting and 
fraternizing before taking anoth- 
er departure. Among these musical 
notes arise loud cheers for the 
republic, and mingled with all this active hu- 
man life is the sound of perpetual fireworks, 
rockets shot into the air on every side. At 
last there is a general gaze in one direction, 
for the great fireworks of the Are de Tri- 
omphe have commenced. And now comes an 
extraordinary and unexpected addition to the 
fete. Nosoomer has the shower of rockets 
risen from the Arc de Triomphe than a bright 
flash lights up the sky in another direction. 
We are not looking for fireworks from the 
Trocadero, but there comes another flash, and 
another still. Then a shower of tireworks 
streams from the great arch in a thousand 
colors. But now, despite the bDrilliancy of 
artificial work, there is no mistaking the light 
of the storm. As the bouquet of the artificer 
rises to the sky in sheets of flame, a vivid 
flash of lightning almost dims it. It is 
more than mere summer lightning. One great 
forked serpent extends from the Trocadero to 
the Pantheon, and dwarfs the fireworks and 
iiluminations to puny proportions. A few 
drops of rain fail and then a heavy thunder 
shower; but the enthusiasm, raised to its 
present pitch, is not te be damped by a little 
rain. The roar of the streets is undiminished 
and outissts the shower. The storm has pass- 
ed over, for the present at least, and the great 
buildings shine out through the murky air. 
The electric light on the Trocadero, the illu- 
minations of the Palais de l'Industrie and the 
Pantheon are as bright as ever. The dome is 
likealampinthesky. Masses of green and 
red fire rise from among the trees of Champs 
Elysees. The great Cathedral of Notre Dame 
stands out brightly against the electric light. 
The tower of St. Jacques la Boucherie is ap- 
parently a sheet of flame, and amid all rise the 
recurrent notes of the **Marseillaise’’ and 
shouts of“ Vive la Republique!’’

TO PREVENT DROWNING. 


A Clergyman’s Wonderful Invention to 
Save Life in the Water. 
From the Sheffield (Eng.) Telegraph. 


A Wesleyan minister, the Rev. W. Cowell 
Brown, has paterted an invention which ap- 
pearstobea simple and practical means of 
lessening the number of deaths by drowning. 
A chemical preparation is inserted in a por- 
tion of the coat, waistcoat or dress. It does 
not add to the weight or in any way alter the 
appearance of the garment. The preparation 
is inserted between the lining and 
the cloth; in the case of a coat it is placed 
on each side of the breast and up the 
back. The moment a man fallsin the water 
the coat inflates and he cannot keep his 
head under the waves. The invention was 
practically tested at the — bath of 
the Sheffield Bath Company. irst, two 
small pieces of linen, with part of the prepa- 
ration inserted between the folds, were 
thrown into the water. The linen instantly 
inflated, soastoform a miniature cushion, 
and floated about the bath. An attendant of 
the company then put on a coat with the pre- 
paration inserted in it. He first went under 
a shower bath, where he was thoroughly 
drenched, to show thatinflation would not 
take place under the ordinary circumstances 
ofashower. Under the shower bath the 
coat did not alter. its proportions in 
any way whatever. The attendant then took 
a header“ into the water. He reappeared 
at the surface almost immediately and the 
coat promptly inflated. Entering a part of 
the bath deep enough to take him up to the 
eves he could not touch bottom at 
all and the water scarcely reached his chin. 
By a struggle he dived partly beneath the sur- 
face, but came up again instantly. Divesting 
himself of the garment, it floated about the 
bath untilit was taken out. The inventor 
then attached a piece of lead weighing three 
pounds to his mb yr presents the ap- 
pearance of a short, light sleeve,or linimg,and 
threw it into the water. The sleeve, on touch- 
ing the water, instantly expanded like a small 
bolster, and floated about the bath well out 
of the water, sustaining the lead weight till 
both were fished out. The experiments were 
as interesting as they were successful. The 
Inventor states that bis apparatus, which 
would simply ferm an àdditional lining in- 
serted in a portion of the garment, would sus- 
taina — in the water as long as he could 
possibly endure the exposure. For forty-five 
or fifty hours it would be effective for its pur- 
pose. Intheeventof a person losing con- 
sciouness the lining in the back would form 
a kind of bed, and that in the breast a pair of 
pillows, against which his head would rest. 


Prince Leopold’s Accident. 
Newport (R. I.) Cor. New York World.! 


A great many newspapers are endeavoring 
togivethe true inwardness of the causes 
which led to the failure of Prince Leopold to 
keep his Newport engagements, and a thou- 
sand and one reasons are given, not one of 
which, so far as has been observed, comes 
anywhere near a correct version. The fact is 
that the visit, or proposed visit rather, of His 
Royal Highness Prince Leopold to Newport 
was arranged entirely by his secretary, who 
acted under instructions from his superior 
and the representatives of the British Lega- 
tion. Sir Edward Thornton, the British Min- 
ister, being absent in Europe on leave, his 
duties devolved upon Mr. Victor Drummond, 
the next in command at the British Legation, 
who, as Charge d’Affaires, conducted the 
matter of the Newport visit in behalf of the 
Prince himself. Several prominent ladies and 
gentlemen well known to Mr. Drummond 
were conferred with by that official, and the 
result was that three or four invitations were 
accepted by the Charge d' Affaires in behalf of 
Prince Leopold, for whom he was authorized 
to act, and who subsequently and before he 
met with the accident which preyented his 
coming to Newport expressed much pleasure 
at the arrangements which had been made for 
his stay in Newport. Among those who have 
any knowledge ofthe Prince it is perfectly 
well known that he is in a very delicate condi- 
tion of health, being accompanied everywhere 
by a physician, one of his chief ailments being 
an affection of the knee which has to be treat- 
ed with great care, the slightest misstep fre- 
quently producing very painful results. It 
was such an accident that prevented his com- 
ing to Newport. He was fishing and asud- 
den turn caused a severe strain of the knee, 
so that he was unable to move for quite a long 
time, and as be had secured passage in New 
York and found that he could mot keep that 
engagement, it was deemed best not to at- 
temptajourney to Newport, which would 
only necessitate a return to Quebec, for it 
was from that port that arrangements were 
made for the departure after the accident oc- 
curred. These are the simple particulars of 
a disappointment about which a great deal of 
unnecessary fuss has been made. 


Yellow Fever at New York. 
{From the New York Sun, 28th. | 


The Sandy Hook pilots that were tacking on 
and off the wind, near the lightship, yester- 
day, awaiting an inbound vessel, were inter- 
ested when they saw in the distance a steam- 
ship that appeared to be towing Another 
steamship. A great cloud of smoke poured 
from the funnei of the first steamship, show- 
ing that her task required a liberal expendi- 
ture of fuel. No smoke issued frem the fun- 
nel of the other steamship, and from this 


circumstance the pilots inferred that an in- 


jury bad befallen her engines. The steam- 
ships soon came into better view. The pilot 
boate, tacking southward, beat up to them as 
best they could, and a pilot was sent aboard 
of the towing steamship. He found that she 
wasthe Acapulco, Capt. Shackford, of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company, and that she 
had in towthe Colon, Capt. Griffin. Both 
ships were bound from Aspinwall with a good 
list of passengers and merchandise, 

Off the hospital wy ae the lower Quaran- 
tine, the steamships hove to and signalled for 
the health officer in charge. He ascertained 
that there bad been 2 number of cases of 
fever aboard of the Colon since she left As- 
pinwall, one case terminating fatally, and he 
determined to hold the Colom in quarantine 
pending the result of several cases still exist- 
ing. The Colon, therefore, anchored off the 
hospital ship. On the Acapulco, however, 
the health officer found a clear bill of health. 
There had not been even one case of fever or 
any other disease, he learned, during the 
voysage. No communication, except by hail- 
ing, bad been had with the Colon, and, there- 
fore, no contagion had been contracted from 
her. Upon this showing he wrote a state- 
ment of the facts to Dr. Smith, the health 
oflicer of the port, and gave Capt. Shackford

THE COLONEL AND JUDGE. 


Our Great American Vice of Misap- 
propriating Titles. 
From Ramedell’s Washington Republic. | 
It is full time that the peculiarly. American 
habit of attaching military or judicial titles to 
persons who are neither in the army nor on 
the bench should come to au end. There are 
few things more incongruous than the associ- 
ations of Generals and Judges in places and 


under circumstances where they would not 


naturally be expected to appear. There is 
not a department in Washington, for in- 
stance,in which there are not among the clerks 
and messengers scores of men laying claim to 
the title of General. Colonel, Major or Judge. 
Every one who has held a commission 
in the army either dubs himself, or 
allows himself to be dubbed by his over-com.- 
placent acquaintar ces, an officer of high rank, 
and every individual who has gone through a 
law school or alawyer’s office becomes there- 
by a Judge;while here and there Governors“ 
are stumbled upon who are very glad to be in 
possession of a first or second class clerkship. 
As tothe lawyeis and claim agents who abound 
in the city, there is hardly one of them who 
does not preface his name with the title of 
Judge or General, and the same ridiculous 
custom pervades all classes of our society. I 
do not mean to suggest that this is peculiar to 
Washington. Itisanational rather than a 
lecal weakness. No pick-pocket or rowdy can 
appear before the Tombs Criminal Cour in 
New York unless he has his interests 
looked after by a Colonel or a Gen- 
eral: aud in the newspaper reports of the 
more important law cases itis next to impos- 
sibie to understand who it is that is adminis- 
tering, and who they are who are attempting 
to mislead justice, for all the counsel who do 
not affect military titles are generally men- 
tioned by the newspaper reporters as judges. 
It is not at all unusual to find the parties in 
the case, whether civil or criminal, designated 
in the same pompous manner, and we can all 
recuilect when there were Generals and Colo- 
nels occupying convicts’ cells in the Missouri 
Penitentiary in connection with famous whis- 
ky frauds. In the interest of common sense 
and decency, and particularly in respect for 
the army and the bench, there should 
be 4 change in this absurd 
custom. Why should that high 
sense of honor which is characteristic of army 
ofticers be exposed to the possibility and 
probability of being daily offended by mis- 
conduct on the part of thousands of irrespon- 
sible persons throughout the — who 
wear titles to which they have no right, or 
why should our judiciary be lowered to the 
level of attorneys and pettifoggers? A Col- 
onel is a military ofticer just as a Judge is a 
judicial officer, and no layman has a right to- 
assume either of those titles. Mr. Schurz, the 
other day, in his Indianapolis speech, drew 
the line closely and correctly when he spoke 
of the Presidential candidates as General 
Hancock and Congressman Garfield. Now let 
the newspapers follow the example, and the 
title nuisance will soon be abated. 
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A Necessitous Fast.

On Sunday night there died at this place 
Elizabeth Bellville, a maiden lady, an aunt of 
Dr. Frank Belville, who had fasted absolute- 
ly for thirty-six days pad who for weeks pre- 
vious had barely eaten enough to satisfy 
physical cravings. It seems that she was 
taken sick some time during last winter. As 
the da\s progressed her condition grew worse 
until she became so weak that her stomach 
refused toretain solid food of any kind. From 
January 22 to June 5 she lived on oysters,and 
of these not more than eight per day wereviv- 
en her. For two weeks after this life was sus- 
tained by daily allowances of currant water. 
About June 19 her stomach refused to hold 
even this, and since that time up tothe hour 
of her death she has lived without nourish- 
ment ofany kind. Dr. Belville attended her 
in her illness. The only medicine adminis- 
tered was in the form of pills, of which mor- 
phia was the principal ingredient. Before 
ber illness she weighed about 170 pounds. 
It was thought she had lost during sickness 
about twenty pounds of flesh. Her features 
after death were natural, and her general ap- 
pearance bore no indication of the long and 
severe fast which she had undergone. The 
peculiar symptoms ofthe case have excited 
such interest that Dr. Belville will probably 
prepare a paper in which will be given 
details that will be of very great interest to 
the medical profession. 


Origin of a Famous Campaign Cry.

LOST TO SCIENCE. 


Destruction of Prof. Mommsen’s LI- 
brary and Manuscripts. 
[Berlin Cor. London Globe. | 


The sad tidings of the terrible loss sustained 
by Prof. Mommsen have caused such genuine 
regret throughout the whole of Germany as has 
seldom been witnessed on a like occasion. Ail 
party feelings have been laid aside, and even 
the Professor’s political antagonists, however 
dissatisfied with his outspoken Liberalism, 
could not help joining inthe universal com- 
miseration. The eminent scholar, residing 
with his large family in a small villa situated 
in one of the fashionable suburbs, had been 
studying until an advanced hour of the night 
over a copy of some important Roman inscrip- 
tions, when sleep overpowered him. He 
awoke at about Sin the morning, put out the 
gas and was going to retire, when he, by some 
inadvertence, dropped a burning match, with 
whicb he bad lit the candle, on a thick carpet. 
The fire thus produced must have been 
smouldering for some time before it was dis- 
covered by some workmen employed ina 
neighboring manufactory. An alarm was 
immediately given, but toolate to save the 
treasured library from the ravages of the de- 
structive element. 

Professor Mommsen, almost beside him- 
self, could with the utmost aifliculty be with- 
held from rushing in the flames in the vain 
hope ofrescuing some of the precious docu- 
ments boarded on his shelves. He was par- 
ticularly anxious to get hold of those invalu- 
able parchments handed down from remote 
antiquity, and lent to him as a special favor 
by the Papal authorities, or the libraries at 
Yaris, Vienna or Berlin, for the purpose of 
being included in his grand work on **Roman 
Inseriptious,“ nearly tinished when the awful 
conflagration putsuch asudden stop to the 
labors of many years. An eye-witness, who 
saw the Professor just after the discovery of 
the fire, relates that he never beheld any- 
_ thing more touchiug than his agonizing grief. 
The poor old man seemed to have lost all self- 
control. When the endeavors of his family 
to remove bim from the sceneof the disaster 
failed, the police had to iusist upon his re- 
tiring. Notwithstanding all efforts to keep 
bim out of danger, he received several severe 
wounds which it will take long to heal. 

Besides the above mentioned work on 
**Komap Inscriptions,’’ all the materials for 
acontinuation of his famous History of 
NRome,’’ destined to describe the 
time of the first E.perors, have been utterly 
Jost. By a siugular coincidence VDrofessor 
Mommsen bas undergone the same trial as 
Nicbubr, his great predecessor in the [Pro- 
fessorsbip of History at the University of 
Bertin, whose library in his old age also feli 
apreyto the devouiing element. Ualike 
Niebubr, who could never quite recover the 
shock of that fatal night, I'rofessor Momm- 
sen, With a really wonderful elasticity of 
mind, bus already in great measure re- 
puined his composure, and speaks with con- 
tidence of repairing speedily the destruction | 
ofthe fruits of bis long re-earches. The 
emperor, as Wellas the Crown Prince, the 
lztter of whom was oae of the Professor’s 
pupils, sym. patheticsl'y inquired about his 
condition. Isheuld cot be -ur,risedif royal 
apartments were placed at his disposal to 
chab e him to pursue bis studies in quiet. 

Thousands and thousands have flocked to 
Charlotrenburg to look at Mommsen’s fat: 
burnt house and garuen-, strewn with the 
ashes of so many Valuable records of the past. 
The burning of Mommsen's library will 
dloub: less give rise to active discussions of the 
question as to whether such irreparable doc- 
uments, 1f entrusted by the Vatican and oth- 
er governments to a private indivi-ual, be he 
ever so renowned, should not be minutely 
copied by some chemical or other process, so 
thatthe originals need never leave their safe 
clepositories. ' 
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SILK-WORM CULTURE. 


A Pennsylvania Woman’s Success in 
Raising the Worms. 
From the Philadelphia l’ress. | 


About 60,000 silk worms are at work on the 
farm of Frank Graff,in Birwingham, Dela- 
ware county, Penn., and right lively, too, 
some of them being almost dune, and straw- 
colored cocoons are piling up thick and fast. 
Tee worms are being supervised by Miss 
Martha Hamilton, living at Mr. Graff’s, and 
she flatters herself that for her first attempt 
She is doing remarkably well. She bought the 
es, and after they had hatched, at which 
time they are as fine as a hair and 
huve to be lifted about with a camel’s hair 
brush, immediately proceeded to feed them 
mulberry leaves. Their growth ts very rapid, 
undin six weeks’ time they are of full size, 
being nearly three inches long. They are per- 
fectly ravenous in their appetite, and itis no 
mall job to find enough food for them, and 
tbe country for miles around was scoured in 
search of mulberry trees, which, as is well 
known, are not numerous in that vicinity. 
W ben the whole mass would begin their feast 
on the leaves the noise made by them sounded 
like rain falling on the roof. 

While feeding, the worm 1s of a light green 
color and is soit as velvet to the touch. Along 
the body are nine smal! breathing holes The 
insects, as might be imagined from their eat- 
ing powers, have strong serrated jaws, which 
soon eattbrough aleaf. Some of the worms 
have escaped from their mistress and gotten 
up on the roof of the barn and are there spin- 
ning away attheir cocoons. The silk while 
in the worm is a gumexudediotwo strands. 
These unite and form one thread of silk. The 
worm in starting its cocoon first makes an, 
outer covering of floss silk, within which they 
spin the silk, bending the head ana body up 
and down the crossing to every side, entirely 
surrounding the body, as a protection against 
the wind and coid. Thus in mcking a cover- 
ing for itself this insect makes the cover. ng for 
thousands of gayiy-attired women of all ages 
and in every clime. The cocoon made, the 
worm passes into a chrysalis stite und comes 
forth a moth fly to lay eggs and then die. 
Thus does the race continue. 

The silk-grower, however, if he wants the 
eggs, allows the worm to go through all these 
stages; but if he wants the sHk he chokes“ 
the worm while inthe chrysalis state, focif 
it is allowed to eat its way out the thread of 
the silk is broken and valueless. The chrysa- 
lis is *“choked,’’ or in other werds killed, by 
heating it over a fire or throwing it into boll- 
ing water. Tbe labor attending this silk in- 
dustry is not a light one, and whether there is 
any money in it remains to be seen. Mrs. 
Fogg, at Kennett Square, Chester county, is 
also raising silk worms, but only has about 
3. 000 of them

A BLOODY SCENE. 


The Determined Attempt of a Murderer 
to Kscape Hanging 
| Greenville (O.) Cor. Cin. Commercial. | 


Monroe Roberson, who is in the jail at this 
place under sentence of death for the murder 
of Wiley Coulter, of whom these dispatches 
spoke a few weeks ago, attempted to kill 
himself last night. He was to have been 
hanged on the 16thof this month, but was 
respited thirty days, to the 20th of August. 
Owiypg to his frequent statements that he 
would never be hanged for his crime a care- 
ful watch bas been kept over him, for fear he 
would take his own life to cheat the galiows, 
but with all the care exercised by the Sheriff, 
Roberson has managed to keep a small knife- 
blade concealed about his person. 

The Sheriff had been informed ofthis fact 
by another prisoner, and had quitea tussle 
with Roberson a short time ago. in which he 
completely stripped him of his clething, but 
filed to find the knife blade, and heard 
nothing more about it until called out of bed 
between 1 and 2 o’clock this morning, by one 
of the guards, who stated that Roberson had 
killed himself. 

The Sheriff hastened tothecellin which 
Roberson is contined, and found him almost 
swimmingin his own blood, but not dead. 
He had cut two gashes, one on the left of his 
neck, and one on the inside of his left arm, 
at the elbow joint. It is not known from 
which wound he bled the most, but as the 
flow of blood had almost ceased from the cut 
on bis neck when discovered, it is doubtless 
that the greater flow of blood was from his 
arm, as it was flowing in astream. 

Roberson objected to baving a physician 
dress bis wounds, and fought like a tiger to 
prevent it, but the Sheriff finally over- 
powered him, and the physician succeeded 
in stopping the flow of blood. The casting 
was done with the knife-blade above re- 
ferredto, which isn’t over an inch and a 
half long, beel and all. The Sheriff now 
thinks tbat Roberson concealed the blade in 
his mouth, as he hadsearched diiigentiy to 
find it. It isa very dull instrument and 
blunt at the end, having been broken off 
previously. 

Roberson showed wonderful nerve and 
shrewdness in this attempt to take his life. 
He conversed with the guard who sat: but a 
tew feet from him during the time he was 
vougipg away at hislife with the dull Knife 
blade. and not before he began to weaken 
froin the loss of biood did he arb use 
the suspicion of the guard. He seemed 
to have been so sure that he 
had completed his job that he told the guar: 
that it Mus all over now. The guard askeil 
him what was over, and he said he had killed 
himself. But be was disappointed, and by 
careful watching will die by the hands of the 
law, a fate, though, he will avoid if possi- 
ble. lie bas been very reticent since, and 
Will not converse upon the subject of his at- 
icmppted suicide.

edge of Kafiristan, the land of myste which 
lies within the a 3 ot * = = 
lita operations, however, ha 
— us within reach of the biack-clad 
people, as the Kafirs are called,or brought 
any of them into our camp; so the campaign 
bids fair to end leaving this truly wonderful 
country quite unexplored. Dardistan, close 
by, is also a place of marvels, and its folk lore 
would add to Grimm and Andersen a chapter 
about bear-kings and the Harginn such as 
would rival any of the legends of the Hartz 
Mountains or Thuringia. Kafiristan 
is even mere interesting than its 
neighbor, for it is not only in its fables and 
myths that this cloud-land is so delightfully 
mysierious. but in every detail of the life and 
manners, the looks, dress, food, religion and 
customs of the people thatinhabitit. Who 
are the Kafirs, and where is their country? If 
the questions were asked of an Afghan of Ka- 
bul, he would "Ag answer that they are 
infidel dogs who live ‘*to the north’’ of his 
city, and that their women and children are 
ef such surpassing beauty that the agents of 
rich citizens are always on the lookout fora 
purchase. The size of their country no one 
knows exactly, but “the love herb“ grows 
there—a valuable plant, indeed, for whoever 
possesses it can command the affection of any 
he pleases—and gold of a very pale color, but 
pure - gold nevertheless, is found in their tields 
with the maize. They eat little grain, how- 
ever, for the Kafirs live on cheese and curds, 
meat and fruits, chiefly the last, which grow 
wild all over their hills, and their orchards are 
wonderful. They have no earth intheir coun- 
try to spare, so the “‘black-clad’’ built their 
houses of cakes of cow-dung and sand mixed 
together; but water they have in abundance, 
since every bill is divided from the next by a 
stream, which the people cross by swinging 
bridges made of creepers. They kill every 
Mussulmen they find within their border, and 
drink his blood; indeed, some of the Kafirs 
are cannibals. Suchin effect would probably 
be the total amount of an Afghan’s knowledge 
of this large body of his fellow-countrymen, 
for Kafiristan, partly from its sinister tradi- 
tions and the memorv of its traditional blool 
feud with Islam, and partly from the un- 
doubted vindictiveness of the people toward 
Mobammedans, is asealed book to the East. 
A tribe of mountaineers, known as the Nime- 
ha Moslems, who, to suit circumstances and 
to accommodate themselves to local fashion in 
religion, are only true believers on the Mo- 
hammedan side of the frontier, and spit at 
the name ef Allah onthe Kafir side, act as a 
means of communication between the **black- 
clad” and their neighbors, and were it not for 
them itis probable that the Kafirs would 
never be able to hold any intercourse with the 
outer world atall. 

If the East itself is so ignorant of this re- 
markable race, and if their next neighbors 
and reputed kinsmen, the Dards, really know 
nothing about them, itis not surprising that 
in the West the Katir of Afghanistan should 
be a complete mystery. Who are they? Some 
say they are Arabs, while others believe them 
to be Greeks. Nor, remembering how Alex- 
ander sowed colonies along the roadside as he 
went to and returned from India, is such a 
theory untenable, especially as some of the 
Mohammedan tribes, once Kafirs, claim Euro— 
pean descent. The Kafirs themselves—the 
Siah Posh, or black-clad,“ from their wear- 
ing black sbeep-skin coats with the hairy side 
outward— cannot, or will not, explain their 
own origin, for the few who have been 
„caught“ at intervais by inquisitive English- 
men bave only made matters worse by cheer- 
fully accepting for themselves any lineage 
that happenedto be sukested— Arab, He- 
brew or Hellene. Their language —Kalasha— 
would, it might have been supposed, have 
given a clue; but here again a diii- 
culty arises, jor the Kafirs in 
communicating with their neighbors use a 
mengstel tongue ot Which the vocabulary, as 
far us it is vet compiled, deties any import- 
ant philological inferences being drawn from 
it, through its admixture of several dialects— 
Persian, Pushtoo, Hindi and Sanskrit=in 
varying proportions, with a large percentage 
of words and idioms to which no Eastern 
vepracular offers any analozy. From time to 
time Oriental scholars nave givea their atten- 
tion to this ethnological mystery, and notably 
Burnes, Woife, Vigne and Bellew, though 
wijhout any couclusive results; but Dr. 
Leitner, of Lahore, has now contributed a 
further instal:iment of a vocabulary compile. 
fromthe lips of Kaftirs—twoof them being 
prisoners captured by the Maharajah of Cash- 
mere in his war with the tribes beyond the 
Indus, in 1866—which promises to lay the 
foundation of something like a sound know- 
ledge of the linguistic eccentricities peculiar 
to these unknown folk. He himself, however, 
has not as yet any pronounced opinion upon 
their origin. 

The people, as we have said, hate the Mo- 
hammedans with a surpassing fervor, not 
only from traditionary feuds, but because to 
this day the Afghans and others carry ona 
Systematic brigandage upon their frontiers, 
for the purpose of stealing their women and 
children, who are then sold to the wealthy 
men of Kabul or Badakshan, Swat, Bajour 
and Chitral. On the other hand they are said 
to be kindly disposed towards Hindus, and 
quite ready to accept Englishmen as friends. 
Native travelers who have visited them have 
come away delighted with their genial hos- 
pitality, and struck with their activity of 
temperament, intelligence, and singularly 
high standard of morality and ethics. That 
the Kafirs are brave needs no telling, for they 
have retained their isolated independence in 
spite of every effort ef every conqueror from 

imur downward, and the list of their perse- 
cutors has been well-nigh continuous for sev- 
eral centuries, every Mohammedan chief 
in turn ambitious of becoming a ‘'Ghazi’’ 
baving at one time or another turned bis arms 
against this infidel colony. In contradiction 
tosomeof the compliments that have been 
paid them it is stated, and with 
much truth, against the Kafirs that they are 
but little, if at all, better than their neign- 
bors in many respects; that their beautiful 
women do all the hard work of life, while 
their lords pass their days in singing and 
drinking and wishing ill ot Islam; that they 
are cruel and treacherous to their Moham- 
medan neighbors; that their whole social life, 
its honors and ceremonies, turns upon the 
siaughter of Mohammedans; and that they 
worship idols. Apart, however. from their 
religion, which is no worse than many oth- 
ers, and their hatred of the Moslem, the 
Katirs ean fairly challenge Our sympathy for 
their bravery and their personal resemblance 
to European races, while interest is stimu- 
lated by the little knowledge we already pos- 
sess of this supposed remnant of Alexander’s 
army—this fair-eyed people, who claim the 
Enelishman,the detested Feringhi of their 
neighbors, as a brother by blood.’’ Tuey 
alone share with us in all Asia the name, 
more odieus than any otper in the Moslem 
East, of *‘*Kufir.’? This in itself suffices to 
make us hope that their secret will be cleared 
up before tne savage encroachments of the 
surrounding tribes annibilate the race of 
brave men and blue-eyed women “of the 
North.“

DON CARLOS’ COLLAR. 


The Spanish Pretender’s Unpleasant 
Predicament. 
From the NewYork Wor d. 


The decision of the Milanese tribunal in the 
case of Gen. Boet, accused of stealing Don 
Carlos’ famous collar of the Order 
of the Golden Fleece. given to the Pre- 
tender by the Duke of Modena, is decidedly 
awkward for Don Carlos. In December, 1878, 
it was announced that a daring thief had car- 
ried off the collar during the Pretender’s stay 
at Milan; then that the Pretender’s aide-de- 
rag Gen. Boet, a distinguished Carlist offi- 
cer, had been suspected, proved guilty, and 
arrested, and then had confessed his crime. 
The excitement soon died away, but was re- 
newed when one ofthe smalier Parisian pa- 
pers piinted avery circumstantial story to the 
effect that the robbery was a put-up job.“ 
The collar in question,said the paper, was 
valued at 80,000 francs. Don Carlos wanted 
money, but could not risk the scandal of 
offering so valuable a relic to the jewelers; 
hence he concealed the collarinthe trunk of 
one of his suite, and invited an old member of 
his motber’s household to breakfast with him, 
After breakfast the Prince sent for his stars 
and garters to show them to his visitor.Lo, to 
every one's surprise the famous collar was 
missing! Don Carlos was first stupefied,then 
indignant. The police was sent for, and a 
big reward offered for the apprehension of the 
daring thief and the recovery of his booty. 
The police fought rather shy of the case, and 
advised Don Carlos to have the baggage of his 
suite searched, but he paid no attention to the 
recommendation, and soon afterwards left for 
Paris, taking his loss so coolly that their sus- 
picions were increased. Boet, on being ar- 
rested, declared that Don Carlos sent him to 
Spain with the jewels, as there 
would be a good chance to sell them on the 
occasion of his cousin Alfonso’s marriage,and 
as the Spanish police were not to be feared; 
also that he endeavored to dissuade the Pre- 
tender from this course and induce him to try 
the better and safer market in England. 
When Don Carlos showed signs of prosecut- 
ing the case his ex-A. D.C. made a more 
complete ‘‘split,’’ and told not only about the 
„affaire du collier.“ but about his “imbecile, 
ignorant and corrupt“ master’s amours, 
drunkenness, wife beating, etc., etc. Don 
Carlos, it is worth mentioning, proposed sav- 
ing his conscience by adding the mental reser- 
vation, It hasn't, though!’’ whenever he 
should havetoswear by ‘‘the Savior, the 
Host and his mother’s soul“ that the Order 
had been stolen from him. Gen. Boet’s scan- 
dalous story was corroborated in some im- 
portant particulars by facts made pub- 
lic at the time the Count of Chambord refused 
to receive Don Carlos at Frohsdorf, and an 
action brought by the Pretender against a 
Paris paper for publishing the story failed. 
Nevertheless Gen. Boet was kept in prison 
and in the worst cell of the prison, living on 
the fare of the institution and passing mostof 
his time in bed, so cold and damp was the 
place. He always declared that he would 
prove his innocence, and insisted that Don 
Carios should be brought face to face with 
him af the trial, but the Court allowed the 
Pretender’s evidence to be taken by commis- 
sion. Gen. Boet is a tall, stout, handsome 
man of some forty-five years, with long 
chestnut bair grizzled at the temples, a lofty 
forehead, a bright, keen eye and strongly 
marked Spanish features. Hesays he wasa 
Cartist until he met Don Carlos. 


A Fete Night in Paris. 
[Dispatches to the London News, July 14. 

The illuminations are magnificent. All 
Paris is in a blaze of light. The great domes 
and spires have changed their gilding for a 
robe of fire. Along the course of the river 
the scene is one of unequaled splendor. The 
Chamber of Deputies is bright with gas, and 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs is covered 
with escutcheons brilliantly illuminated. Be- 
tween the gardens of the Tuileries and the 
river everything seems as bright as dav. 
In the streets there are thousands on thou- 
sands cf people marching with lanterns and 
singing the Marseillaise“ and ‘**Chant du 
Depart, all in great good humor. It is dif- 
ficult to convey an idea of the effect produced 
by the singing of these airs by groups in dif- 
ferent directions, and sometimes meeting and 
fraternizipg before taking anoth- 
er departure. Among these musical 
notes arise loud cheers for the 
republic, and mingled with all this active hu- 
man life is the sound of perpetual fireworks, 
rockets shot into the air on every side. At 
last there is a general gaze in one direction, 
for the great fireworks of the Are de Tri- 
omphe have commenced. And now comes an 
extraordinary and unexpected addition to the 
fete. No sooner has the shower of rockets 
risen from the Arc de Triomphe than a bright 
flash lights up the sky in another direction. 
We are not looking for fireworks from the 
Trocadero, but there comes another flash, and 
another still. Then a shower of tireworks 
streams from the great arch in a thousand 
colors. But now, despite the brilliancy of 
artificial work, there is no mistaking the light 
of the storm. As the bouquet of the artificer 
rises to the sky in sheets of flame, a vivid 
flash of lightning almost dims it. It is 


more than mere summer lightning. One great 


forked serpent extends from the Trocadero to 
the Pantheon, and dwarfs the fireworks and 
iiluminations to puny proportions. A few 
drops of rain fail and then a heavy thunder 
shower; but the enthusiasm, raised to its 
present pitch, is not te be damped by a little 
rain. The roar of the streets is undiminished 
and outissts the shower. The storm has pass- 
ed over, for the present at least, and the great 
buildings shine out through the murky air. 
The electric light on the Trocadero, the illu- 
minations of the Palais de l'Industrie and the 
Pantheon are as bright as ever. The dome is 
likealampinthesky. Masses of green and 
red fire rise from among the trees of Champs 
Elysees. The great Cathedral of Notre Dame 
stands out brightly against the electric light. 
The tower of St. Jacques la Boucherie is ap- 
parently a sheet of flame, and amid all rise the 
recurrent notes of the **‘Marseillaise’’ and 
shouts of Vive la Republique!’’

TO PREVENT DROWNING. 


A Clergyman’s Wonderful Invention to 
Save Life in the Water. 
From the Sheffield (Eng.) Telegraph. J 

A Wesleyan minister, the Rev. W. Cowell 
Brown, has paterted an invention which ap- 

earstobea simple and practical means of 
essening the number of deaths by drowning. 
A chemical preparation is inserted in a por- 
tion of the coat, waistcoat ordress. It does 
not add to the weight or in any way alter the 
appearance of the garment. The preparation 
is inserted between the lining and 
the cloth; in the case of a coat it is placed 
on each side of the breast and up the 
back. The moment a man fallsin the water 
the coat inflates and he cannot keep his 
head under the waves. The invention was 
practically tested at the 5 bath of 
the Sheffield Bath Company. irst, two 
small pieces of linen, with part of the prepa- 
ration inserted between the folds, were 
thrown into the water. The linen instantly 
inflated, so as to form a miniature cushion, 
and floated about the bath. An attendant of 
the company then put on a coat with the pre- 
paration inserted in it. He first went under 
a shower bath, where he was thoroughly 
drenched, to show thatinflation would not 
take place under the ordinary circumstances 
ofashower. Under the shower bath the 
coat did not alter its proportions in 
any way whatever. The attendant then took 
a “*header’’ into the water. He reappeared 
at the surface almost immediately and the 
coat promptly inflated. Entering a part of 
the bath deep enough to take him up to the 
eves he could not touch bottom at 
all and the water scarcely reached his chin. 
By a struggle he dived partly beneath the sur- 
face, but came up again instantly. Divesting 
himself of the garment, it floated about the 
bath untilit was taken out. The inventor 
then attached a piece of lead weighing three 
pounds to his egy oo which presents the ap- 
pearance of a short, light sleeve,or lining,and 
threw it into the water. The sleeve, on touch- 
ing the water. instantly expanded like a small 
bolster, and floated about the bath well out 
of the water, sustaining the lead weight till 
both were fished out. The experiments were 
as interesting as they were successful. The 
inventor states that bis apparatus, which 
would simply ferm an additional lining in- 
serted in a portion of the garment, would sus- 
tain a person in the water as long as ;he could 
possibly endure the exposure. For forty-five 
or fifty hours it would be effective for its pur- 
pose. Intheeventof a person losing con- 
sciouness the lining in the back would form 
a kind of bed, and that in the breast a pair of 
pillows, against which his head would rest. 


Prince Leopold’s Accident. 
Newport (R. I.) Cor. New York World. |! 


A great many newspapers are endeavoring 
to give the true inwardness of the causes 
which led to the failure of Prince Leopold to 
keep his Newport engagements, and a thou- 
sand and one reasons are given, not one of 
which, so far as has been observed, comes 
anywhere near a correct version. The fact is 
that the visit, or proposed visit rather, of His 
Royal Highness Prince Leopold to Newport 
was arranged entirely by his secretary, who 
acted under instructions from his superior 
and the representatives of the British Lega- 
tion. Sir Edward Thornton, the British Min- 
ister, being absent in Europe on leave, his 
duties devolved upon Mr. Victor Drummond, 
the next in command at the British Legation, 
who, as Charge d’Affaires, conducted the 
matter of the Newport visit in behalf of the 
Prince himself. Several prominent ladies and 
gentlemen well known to Mr. Drummond 
were conferred with by that official, and the 
result was that three or four invitations were 
accepted by the Charge d’Affaires in behalf of 
Prince Leopold, for whom he was authorized 
to act, and who subsequently and before he 
met with the accident which preyented his 
coming to Newport expressed much pleasure 
at the arrangements which had been made for 
his stay in Newport. Among those who have 
any knowledge of the Prince it is perfectly 
well known that he is in a very delicate condi- 
tion of heaith, being accompanied everywhere 
bya J one of his chief ailments being 
an affection of the knee which has to be treat- 
ed with great care, the slightest misstep fre- 
quently producing very painful results. It 
was such an accident that prevented his com- 
ing to Newport. He was fishing and asud- 
den turn caused a severe strain of the knee, 
so that he was unable to move for quite a long 
time, and as be had secured passage in New 
York and found that he could mot keep that 
engagement, it was deemed best not to at- 
temptajourney to Newport, which would 
only necessitate a return to Quebec, for it 
was from that port that arrangements were 
made for the departure after the accident oc- 
curred. These are the simple particulars of 
a disappointment about which a great deal of 
unnecessary fuss has been made. 


Yellow Fever at New York. 
|From the New York Sun, 28th. | 


The Sandy Hook pilots that were tacking on 
and off the wind, near the lightship, yester- 
day, awaiting aninbound vessel, were inter- 
ested when thev saw in the distance a steam- 
ship that appeared to be towing Another 
steamship. A great cloud of smoke poured 
from the funnei of the first steamship, show- 
ing that her task required a liberal expendi- 
ture of fuel. No smoke issued frem the fun- 
nel of the other steamship, and from this 


circumstance the pilots inferred that an in- 


jury bad befallen her engines. The steam- 
ships soon came into better view. The pilot 
boats, tacking southward, beat up to them as 
best they could, and a pilot was sent aboard 
of the towing steamship. He found that she 
wasthe Acapulco, Capt. Shackford, of the 
Pacific Mai] Steamship Company, and that she 
had in tow the Colon, Capt. Griffin. Both 
ships were bound from Aspinwall with a good 
list of passengers and merchandise, 

Off the hospitaiship.at the lower Quaran- 
tine, the steamships hove to and signailed for 
the health officer in charge. He ascertained 
that there bad been 2 number of cases of 
fever aboard of the Colon since she left As- 
pinwall, one case terminating fatally, and he 
determined to hold the Colom in quarantine 
pending the result of several cases still exist- 
ing. The Colon, therefore, anchored off the 
hospital ship. On the Acapulco, however, 
the health officer found a clear bill of health. 
There had not been even one case of fever or 
any other disease, he learned, during the 
vosage. No communication, except by hail- 
ing, bad been had with the Colon, and, there- 
fore, no contagion had been contracted from 
her. Upon this showing he wrote a state- 
ment of the facts to Dr. Smith, the health 
officer of the port, and gave Capt. Shackford

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THE COLONEL AND JUDGE. 


Our Great American Vice of Misap. 
propriating Titles. 
From Ramedell's Washington Republic. | 


It is full time that the peculiarly. American 
habit of attaching military or judicial titles to 
persons who are neither in the army nor on 
the bench should come to au end. There are 
few things more incongruous than the associ. 
ations of Generals and Judges in places and 
under circumstances where they would not 
naturally be expected to appear. There iy 
not a department in Washington, for in- 
stance,in which there are notamong the clerks 
and messengers scores of men laying claim to 
the title of General. Colonel, Major or Judge. 
Every one who has held a commission 
in the army either dubs himself, or 
allows himself to be dubbed by his over-com. 
placent acquaintar ces, an officer of high rank, 
and every individual who has gone through a 
law school or alawyer’s office becomes there- 
by a Judge;while here and there Governors“ 
are stumbled upon who are very glad to be in 
possession of a first or second class clerkship. 
As tothe lawyeis and claim agents who abound 
in the city, there is hardly one of them who 
does not preface his name with the title of 
Judge or General, and the same ridiculous 
custom pervades all classes of our society. | 
do not mean to suggest that this is peculiar to 
Washington. It is a national rather than a 
lecal weakness. No pick-pocket or rowdy can 
appear before the Tom 
New York unless he has his interests 
looked after by a Colonel or a Gen- 
eral: aud in the newspaper reports of the 
more important law cases it is next to impos- 
sible to understand who it is that is adminis- 
tering, and who they are who are attempting 
to mislead justice, for all the counsel who do 
not affect military titles are generally men- 
tioned by the newspaper reporters as judges. 
It is not at all unusual to find the parties in 
the case, whether civil or criminal, designated 
in the same pompous manner, and we can all 
recullect when there were Generals and Colo- 
nels occupying convicts’ cells in the Missouri 
Penitentiary in connection with famous whis- 
ky frauds. In the interest of common sense 
and decency, and particularly in respect for 
the army and the bench, there should 

e 4 in this absurd 
custom. - should that high 
sense of honor which is characteristic of army 
officers be exposed to the possibility and 
probability of being daily offended by mis- 
conduct on the part of thousands of irrespon- 
sible persons throughout the country who 
wear titles to which they have no right, or 
why should our judiciary be lowered to the 
level of attorneys and pettifoggers? A Col- 
onel is a military officer just as aJudgeisa 
judicial officer, and no layman has aright to- 
assume either of those titles. Mr. Schurz, the 
other day, in his Indianapolis speech, drew 
the line closely and correctly when he spoke 
of the Presidential candidates as General 
Hancock and Congressman Garfield. Now let 
the newspapers follow the example, and the 
title nuisance will soon be abated.

A Necessitous Fast. 
| Delaware City Cor. Phila. Times. | 

On Sunday night there died at this place 
Elizabeth Belville, a maiden lady, an aunt of 
Dr. Frank Belville, who had fasted absolute- 
ly for thirty-six days pad who for weeks pre- 
vious had barely eaten enough to satisfy 
physical cravings. It seems that she was 
taken sick some time during last wimter. As 
the da\s progressed her condition grew worse 
until she became so weak that her stomach 
refused toretain solid food of any kind. From 
January 22 to June 5 she lived on oysters, aud 
of these not more than eight per day were giv- 
en her. For two weeks after this life was sus- 
tained by daily allowances of currant water. 
About June 19 her stomach refused to hold 
even this, and since that time up tothe hour 
of her death she has lived without nourish- 
ment ofany kind. Dr. Belville attended her 
in her illness. The only medicine adminis- 
tered was in the form of pills, of Which mor- 
phia was the principal ingredient. Before 
her illness she weighed about 170 pounds. 
It was thought she had lost during sickness 
about twenty pounds of flesh. Her features 
after death were natural, and her general ap- 
pearance bore no indication of the long and 
severe fast which she had undergone. The 
peculiar symptoms of the case have excited 
such interest that Dr. Belville will probably 
prepare a paper in which will be given 
details tbat will be of very great interest to 
the medical profession.

Thus was saddled 
a cebt of forty or fifty millions of dollars 
on the people ef Missouri, which they had 
to pay or repudiate. For a long time it 
was a fearful struggle between paying off 
these debts and maintaining the credit of 
the State, and an open resistance, resuiting 
in the irreparable injury of this credit. 
The climax of the agitation came in 1875 
and the influences of it can be plainly seen 
in the Constitution adopted by the State in 
that year. Many counties had conventions 
at which resolutions were aco ted d ‘claring 
against the payments of those debts and 
it really looked at one time as though there 
was to be open and avowed repudiation all 
over the State. It was a darker hour for 
Missouri than the midmight of the 
war and the best men hardly knew 
hit was the best expedient to adopt. 
Bat happily it began to dawn upon the 
minds of the people that these debts could 
pe paid, and that it were better to do it 
even at a sacrifice. There are to-day not 
four counties in this State that have not 
made, or that are not now trying to make, 
some arrangement to pay all their legal in- 
debtedness. We have been at some pains 
to collect reliable information on this sub- 
jett, and we are able to speak intelligently. 
The following are the names of the coun- 
ties which had heavy debts in 1875, and 
about which there was any dispute, and an 
account as well of the disposition since 
mace of these debts: 

Adair county is paying up in full, and has 
reduced its debt about one-third since 
1875.

Audrain county has entinguishedits debt 
‘ 


entirely. 

Parton county has a small debt, whichis 
cue next year, and which it is ready to 
pay. 

Callaway owed $550,000 in 1875, half of 
which has been compromised, and the bal- 
ance will no doubt be settled. The 
county has an assessed value of about 
$7,000,000, and is amply able to pay. 

Clay county hada debt of $240,000 in 
1875. This has been reduced to $150,000, 
which bears only six per cent and which is 
being paid off. 

Cole county had a debt of $166,500 in 
1875, bearing ten per cent interest. A com- 
promise was effected by giving six per cent 
bonds instead, and the county is now buy- 
ing these in. 

Cooper county has had a good deal of 
trouble, but is now reducing its straight 
county debt. 

Crawford county has paid its straight 
county bonds, and its township bonds have 
been compromised. 1 

Daviess county had a debt of $375,000 In 


1878, nearly 
Green county has not yet made any pro- 
vision for its debt of $290,000. 


Henry county had a debt of $600,000, | 


which it absolutely refused to pay, but it is 
now buying up those defaulted bonds and 
has nearly half of them in. * 

Jackson county had a debt of 6925, 
000 in 1875, and no arrangement 
has yet been made for its  pay- 
ment. The county is amply able 
to pay, as it has an assessed value of 
over $30,000,000. It is understood that the 
people of Kansas City are in favor of dis- 
charging this debt, but the people in th: 
country are opposed to it. 

Johnson county has compromised in a 
fair and equitable manner a debt of 8140, 
000. | 

Knox county hada debt of $333,000 in 
1875 and is now making an effort to settle 
with the bond-holders and will probably do 
so this year. 

Laclede county hada debt of $100,000 
which was compromised by giving new low 
rate bonds which are now being taken up. 

Lafayette county had a debt of 
$1,300,000 in 1875, and the most of 
it was saddled on the country, very unjustly 
but most of it has been funded with new 6 
per cent bonds which are worth par in 
open market. 

Lewis county has paid its debt promptly, 
although it never got a foot of the railroad 
on account of which the debt was created. 

Chariton has settled its indebtedness by 
giving six per cent bonds. 

Livingston county has settled its indebt- 
edness in full and does not owe a dollar. 

Marion county has paid its straight 
county debt and is making arrangements 
to settle its township bonds at sixty cents 
on the dollar. 

Munroe county had a debt of $264,000 in 
1875, has paid the larger part and has set- 
tled the balance by giving six per cent 
bonds, which are now worth par. 

Nodaway county has paid every dollar of 
its indebtedness. 

Pettis county had a debt of $559,000 in 
1875, andis now buying up the bonds, for 
some of which it is paying as high as $114 
per 8100. 

Pike county had a straight county debt 
of $300,000, and a township debt of $300,- 
000. The former has all been paid except 
$60,000, and the latter is in litigation. 

Putnam county has settled most ofits 
debt at seventy-five cents on the dollar. 

Randolph county has settled its straig it 
indebtedness and is now funding its town- 
ship debt. 

Ray county owes $250,000, which it re- 
fuses to pay. 

Saline county has paid its straight debt 
and is settling its township debt. 

Shannon county has fundedits indebt- 
edness. 


St. Clair county has had a great deal of 
trouble about a debt that appeared to be | 


grossly unjust. It amounted to $250,000, 
and no road was built in return for the 
bonds, but the people have about conclud- 
ed to pay and the County Treasurer is 
now buying the bonds and canceling them 
as fast as he can get the money to do it 
with. 

Sullivan county has settled the larger 
part of its debt by giving new six per cent 
bonds, nearly half of which the County 
Treasurer has bought in. 

Cass county has settled part of its in- 
debtedness. 

The debts of Ralls, Scotland and Schuy- 
ler are in litigation. 

This, we think, makes a splendid show- 
ing for Missouri. Nearly every county 
that was saddled with a railroad debt, 
either just or unjust, has paid it in full or 
compromised itina satisfactory manner. 
If the defamers of Missouri can get any en- 
couragement out of this they are welcome 
to it. A Democratic majority of 60,000 
does not seem to be such a bad thing after 
all.

Finally, after the immense 8 was crowd. 
ed to the foot-lights, Mr. John McKean step. 
ped out from one of the wings, and bebind 
him, with slow, feeble steps. came a slim, lit- 
tle man, tightly buttoned up in a black frock 
coat, and bolding in his hand a tall white hat 
witb a wourning band. Five thousand people 
rose to their feet, and with one mighty voice 
poured forth a yell ot welcome, which died 
away only to be raised ag in and again, until 
from “ sheer exhaustion comparative quiet 
reigned again. Tilden, with an embarrassed 
air, bowed slightly and only once, and dropped 
into a seat. he old gentleman looked 
strangely mummified as he sat in an inde- 
scribuble propped-up sort of a way, gazing 
stinight before him, with bland, expression. 
less face, and vainly endeavoring to 
conceal the very painful trembling of his 
paisied arms, by thrusting one in bis bosom 
and dropping the other at hisside. His collar 
Wns so grotesquely high as to bide the lobes of 
his ears, and his prim white tie was askew, 
the bow.ot it half way between his chin anu his 
left ear. For fitteen minutes, while the mighty 
ovation given him continued, he sat perfectly 
motionless, — for the frequent shifting of 
bis arms to different positions, in none of 
which they could be at rest. Then, when Mr. 
McKean could find a hearing, he introduced 
Mr. Tilden as permanent chairman, and when 
the little man came forward the uproar was 
renewed until the crowd could 
shout no longer. T dens reception 
wus in fact the event of the evening. So mucn 
lung-power was exbausted in bis honor that 
the subsequent reception given tothe names 
ofthe presidential candidates was tee in 
comparison. All through the evening allusion 
to Tilden drew heartier and longer applause 
tban the eulogiums bestowed upon their party 
or their candidates. Tue manifest feeling ot

The Wounded Man Taken to the Hos-

How Sam Myers and Nelse Armstrong Set- 
tled a Difference of Opinion. 


A very serious affray, probably a murder, 
occurred on board the steamer E. O. Stanard, 
at the foot of Cherry street, at noon to-day. 
The boat, Which has just come in from New 
Orleans, wus partially loaded with 
lumber. A crew of negro roustabouts were 
hired to unload it, amoung them Nelse Arm- 
strong. Armstrong, assisted by others, was 
carrving out a heavy piece of timber, when he 
called out that bis end was too heavy, and be 
was going to let it drop. Immediately the 
gecond mate, Samuel Myers, who was 
superintending the work, jumped upon 
him, beat him to the ground and 
kicked him very severelyinthe side. The 
roustabouts gathered around in ai excited 
manner, when Myers drew his pistol 
and, after threatening 10 kill 
apy man who came near him, left 
the boatand went away. He was arrestel 
scon after in a store, corner of Main and Mor- 
gan. The wounded man was sent to the Dis- 
pensary and afterwards tothe City Hospital, 
where be is now lying in a very dangerous;

DOWN ON THE LEVEE 
the negrocs were much excited over the mat- 
ter. Crowds were gathered around the sa- 
loons discuss ang the affair in very excited 
tones. One huge six footer, standing on the 
corner of Morgan street and the levee, was 


indignantly denouncing a crowd 
of twenty roustabouts assembled 
around him because they had 


let Myers escape, and had not done to 
him as be bad done to Armstrong. On board 
the Stanard,1 crowd of negroes, many of them 
eve witnesses, were excitedly discussing the 
question. When asked for informa- 
tion, they crowded around the 
reporter, all speaking at once and 
everybody claiming to know all about it. 
They almost quarreled about the rignt to 
speak first. After getting out of the odorif- 
erous circle, the following statements of eye- 
witnesses were obtained. All the men agreed 
that the wounded man was not to blame, but 
had been beaten for no cause whatever. 
SHADRACH ALEXANDER 

said that he was Armstrong’s partner, and 
bad been hired with him this morning. He 
was one ofthefourmen who was carrying 
the same log with Armstrong. S on after 
the men tad got the log on their 
shoulders,Arms rong cried out, I vou don’t 
hold up ou chat Jog Vil let go.“ Meyers said. 
‘Jf you do, god dn you, Dil murder you,’’ 
at the same time rushing at him an striking 
bin two blows in the back of the head 
with his fist. 

Alexander says that Armstrong fell, and 
Myers, after kicking him several times while 
down, drew out his pistol and pointe fit 
athim. Someof the men interfered, waen 
Myers threatened to kill any black son ofa 
— that came near him.’’ Ile then ran off 
tbe boat and up the levee. 

HARRISON EDWARDS 
was also an eye witness of the whole affair. 
He says that Nelse Armstrong began to stag- 
ger under the log, and called out that he 
vould have to let it drop. The mate then 
rushed upon him, knocked him down and 
kicked im several times. Edwards 
rushed up and told Myers not 
to kill the man, when the mate pointed 
his cocked pistol at him and told him 
to getaway or he would kill him. Hethen 
flourished his pistol around, and most of the 
negroes, iniimidated by his actions, ran 
off the boat. The mate then left the 
boat and ran up Cherry street and 
was lost to sight. Jerry Ray, another 
roustabout, saw the whole matter, aad his 
Statement was precisely the same as the two 
preceding. He says that Myers acted as if he 
were crazy and wanted to kill Armstrong, al- 
though he had no cause for the assault. 
MR. M. Mu. CARPENTER, 

the clerk of the boat, was inclinedto make 
very light of the affair. He did not see it and 
he did not know anything about it. It's 
just 4 nigger row. You can’t 
believe a word those roustabouts say. 
He is not a bit hurt,” he said. When asked 
Who Was the second mate of the boat he said, 

This boat does not carry a second mate. 
The man who hit him was one of the drivers 
whom we hiredto boss these negroes. What's 
the use of makin a noise about it? 
He is net a bit hurt.“ One of the 
roustabouts took the reporter up to where 
the piece of timber was lying, and after show- 
ing it to him said, They say that Armstrong 
Was lazy and would not work. But I tell you, 
boss, that stick of timber is too heavy for any 
four men. 

The piece of timber was about twenty-two 
feet long, fourteen or fifteen inches wide.and 
four inches in thickness. 


What the Prisoner Has to Say. 

A reporter visited Myers, who occupied 
eli No. 6 at the Third District Station, to get 
his version of the affair. In 
answer to the reporter’s call he walked up 
from the further end of his cell, where he was 


just dozing off. He is a powerful, large man, 
thirty years of age, and has been working on 
the river for nme years. In reply to a ques- 
tion be said: „Well, i can tell 
you the whole particulars of the affair 
nu few minutes.

ARMSTRONG’S CONDITION. 

A telegram from the City Hospital received 
at 3:30 p. m. states that Armstrong’s condi- 
tion is very precarious. His injuries are 
mostly internal, and possibly fatal. 


Criminal Court. 

In the case ofthe State vs. George Sevitz, 
the defendant was charged with having, on 
the night of the 3d of March last, burglarized 
the store of Wm. F. Zellner. He and two 
other persons were seen in the vieinity ot the 
store shortly previous to the burglary and he 


was arrested very soon thereafter. When 
searched at the police station some tobacco 
and cigars and +1 30 in coin were found in 
bis possession. Among the coin w re 
two peculiar five-cent pieces, which had 
been marked and cut by the owner and were 
identitied by him as being his and us havinz 
been in the store on the night of the burglary. 
Col. Murphy, who appeared for the State, 
failed in his examination of the officers who 
had searched the defendant to present the 
stolen money and have it identified as having 
been found in the defegdant’s possession. 
When the case had ‘closed for tne 
prosecution the defendant’s counsel, 
Thomas B. Harvey, moved the court 
to instruct tne jury to acquit for the reason 
aforementioned, which the court, after slight 
hesitation,did, and the defendant was on this 
technicality discharged. 

Edward Layton and Floyd Cozzens, who 
were convicted a few days ago of having 
burglarized the house of Jacob Steubenbordt, 
were sentenced, Cozzens to three and Layton 
to two years in the penitentiary. 

In the case of Charies Kincate, accused 
of having stolen two second-class 
railroad tickets from St. Louis 
to New York from John W. Adams, the de- 
fendant was acquitted because of a variance 
between the proof and the indictment. 

The case of Willis Carter, charged with 
grand larceny, was being tried at a late hour 
this afternoon. 

Each of the persons named was arraigned 
for the offenses mentioned and pleaded guilty: 
Henry Burns, assault to kill; Wm. Williams, 
grand larceny; Mary Lane, assault to kill; 
Jobn Payne, grand larceny, and Joseph Stagg, 
embezzlement.

safeguards against thunder-storms. It 

— 2 it cannot protect. Conductors 
may bappily carry off the electric current, but 
they capnot secure us from danger. The 
id may be told empbatically*to stand in the 
middle of the room, to avoid fireplaces and 
braes ornaments, orfto roll themselves up in 
feather beds or hearth-rugs; butthese pre- 
autions will be of little avail if houses, as at 
Manchester, tumble down and bury all alike, 
ihe te rified and the bold, in a common ruin. 
ave been in all ages popular supersti- 
tions baving for their object to avert the 
dangers of thunder and lightning. The 
Tpracian soldiers took up their bows and ar- 
rows and fired into the clouds to drive away 
the storm, and it was considered necessary to 
erect a cross on St. Paul’s steeple, filled with 
the relics of saints, in order to free the city 
from all danger of destructive tempests. Con- 
stant to the belief that an evil spirit raged in 
the storm, it was a custom In old times, as 
well in England as in France and Germany, 
to ring church bells in order to protect 
the frightened inbabitants. When they rang 
outthe great bal at the Abbey of St. Ger- 
main, in Paris, or chimed in the tower of St. 
Adelon, in Malmesbury 2 faithful 
assisted the bell-ringers with their prayers, 
and helped to stay the storm. Many more 
homely charms against thunder and lightning 
exist to this day in some parts of England. 
Tpe curious herb known as the house-leek, 
growing on the house-top of rustic. cottages, 
js supposed to be as valuable a preservative 
as any scientific lightning conductor of ap- 
proved pattern. Peasants, true to the faith 
of their forefathers, still carry beneath their 
waist-coats scraps of bay leaf or laurel as an 
emulet—a curtom as old as, if not older than 
the days of Tiberius Casar. We may have 
cot bevond the superstition that allowed a 
dead man killed by astorm te lie where he 
fel], in order that the spot might be fenced 
shout anda sheep promptly sacrificed on a 
rode altar; but it would be strange if country 
folks did not still place a cold iron bar on the 
peer barrels to prevent the liquor from turn- 
ing sour during a thunderstorm; and that 
swans’ eges are only batched during a loud 
peal of thunder isa belief yet cherished by 
those who watch this bird for signs of atmos-

pherical yer wenngs | as closely aud confi- 
gently as they listen for the scream 
of the peacock to betoken rain. Count- 


less experiments have been tried to 
ascertain the scientific causes of a thunder- 
storm and to determine its proper meaning, 
from the time when Franklin sent up his silk 
kite altached toa dry hempen cord and nar- 
rowly escaped the danger ef drawing fire from 
the heavens, until the days when electric re- 
searches were checked by the death of Prof. 
Richmann, of St. Petersburg, who drew out 
so much electricity from the thunder-cloud 
that he was promptly killed on the spot. It 
is consolatory to reflect, however, that the 
chances of being personally injured by light- 
nipg are very much lees than the risks involv- 
edin a thousand buman inventions. 


An Insane Woman's Freak.

GERMAN EMIGRANT AID. 


What This Association Has Dene Since 
Its Organization. 


——__$_$_< ͤ w’IAM—— 


Report of Agent Vogel for the Month of 
July—Facts Concerning the Society. 


While so much attention is being devoted 
tothe promotion of immigration into the 
| State of Missouri, it may be apropos to men- 

tion that one seciety has for a number of years 
been working steadily towards inducing in- 
dustrious people to come to this State, and 
extending aid to such as are necessitous. The 


| German Emigrant Aid Society, whose office 


is in the granite building at the 


southeast corner of Fourth and 
Market, bas been in existence, for some forty 

ears. During the last five years, however, 

tlanguished, and fortwo years may be said 
to have actually ceased to exist. But efforts 
were made to ary it again into activity, and 
on the Ist of April last the society was reor- 
genized, and since that time has done good 
and effective work in aiding the poorer classes 
of German immigrants. Phe officers of the 


association are: hur Olshausen, 
president; C. A. Sutifel, viceepresi- 
dent: 6. R. Fritsch. treasurer; 
A. H. T. Wilder, recording secretary; 


Dr. H. Kinnear, correspondiog secretary,aud 
W. Vogel, agent. 
THE SOCIETY 18 
entirely supported by voluntary contribu- 
tions and an assessment of fifty cents per 
montb 18 made on the members 
to defray current expenses. At 
present there are 197 members. 
The society is in communication with the 
German Emigration Association, in Bremen, 
Hamburg, Berlin and Mannheim, and aiso 
with the New York Immigration Committee. 
During the month of April seventy five 
German immigrants applied for work aud as- 
sistance, and many of tnem were promised 
situations or otherwise aided. Application 
was also made tothe New York [Immigration 
Commission tosend out fifty or seventy-five 
men to work in the cotton compress works 
here. Inthe month of May fifty-six immi- 
grants applied for relief, and situations were 
obtained for twenty-five of them. During 
this month the Iron-Steel Company at Caron- 
delet applied to tue society for eighty-nine 
men, tor whom they had work. In 
June thirty-eight immigrants applied to the 
society ,for thirty of whom places were pro- 
cured. The report for July has just been 
completed by Agent Vogel. He reports 
eighty-five immigrants as applving for work 
or assistance, of which number seveaty-two 
were placed in 
GOOD SITUATIONS. 

The St. Louis Furniture Company request- 

ed the society toprocure for them twelve 


cabinet-makers, but up to the 
resent time the association has not 
en able to comply with the request. 


The St. Louis and Iron Mountain Railroad 
desired workmen on their road eighty-seven 
miles from St. Louis, but the society had not 
been able to procure them. One family con- 
sisting of four persons was assisted. An im- 
migrant was received at the hospita!§:brough 
the exertions ofthe society. Five immigrants 
were assisted. Ten letters were 
The German Emigrant Aid Society is doing a 
good work.
